Of course you have read the report 
of Secretary Sutphin in a previous 
issue of this paper, and have a rec­ 
ollection 
of 
the 
diversified 
crops 
enum erated. 
The past year of 
the 
C ham ber of Commerce was 
devoted 
all to the ag ricultural industries of 
the county, it being fully appreciated 
that everything depends solely upon 
the soil. 
With the increased bank 
deposits that are shown this fall it 
is clear to any mind that the credit 
system can be elim inated to that ex­ 
tent, or that those people who possess 
that su rp lu s over what it has been 
heretofore, *can 
pay 
cash 
and 
no 
longer worry about the credit system. 
Th»' planting of peanuts, cane, oats, 
w heat, kafffr corn, potatoes, corn, to- 
j m atoes, selling of butter fat, the rais- 
I ing of chickens, hogs and mules, aud 
a 
thousand other 
things 
that 
will 
I bring money every day of the year, 
I w ill continue to assist in destroying 
the credit system. 
And these should 
be supplem ented by saving and by 
avoiding extravagance.
